PAkTY PROSCRIPTION. 

Debate in the United States Senate, Dec 13th, 

1852, on the exclusion of Free Soil Senators 

from Committees, hy reason of their Political 

Sentiments. 

Mr. Bright.—I desire to move to dispense 
With so much of the rules of the Senate as 
provides that the standing committees of this 
body shall be chosen by ha!let, so that we 
may agree to rhe committees that have been 
already agreed to, in part. This motion re¬ 
quires unanimous consent, as it is a motion 
to suspend a standing rule, 1 hope unani¬ 
mous consent will be given. 

Mr. Hale.—Does it require the Unanimous 
consent of the Senate in order to suspend 
the rule ? 1 

The Presiding Officer. (Mr. Atchinson in 
the chair.) It dofes require unanimous cou- 

Mr. Badger.—1 hope there will he no ob¬ 
jection. 

Mr. 11016.“—I do not know that I shall inter¬ 
pose my objection : I do not know that I shall 
Say anything to prevent the adoption of this 
motion, but I understand that the Senator 
from Indiana, who makes the motion, holds 
in his hands a list of persons which lie pro¬ 
poses to submit to the Senate as the com¬ 
mittees to be chosen by this unanimous con¬ 
sent. It would afford me some satisfaction, 
and possibly those whom I am bound to rep¬ 
resent here, if the honorable Senator would 
state, simply for the information of the pub¬ 
lic more than for the information of the Sen¬ 
ate, the mode and manner by which these 
committees have been selected”, by which he 
intends to supercede the mode provided by 
the rules. I make the inquiry, because there 
is not ah individual in the United States, 
eithef inside or outside of the Senate, in rhore 
utter ignorance of die mode and manner 
adopted to fill up committees than myself; 
and for the purpose of affording that infor¬ 
mation for which 1 have asked, to myself as 
well as others elsewhere who may take an 
interest iti the subject, I hope the Senator 
will state to us the* mode and manner in 
which the committees have been selected ; 
and then I do not know that 1 shall be dis¬ 
posed to interpose any further objection. 

Mr. Bright.—The committees which it is 
proposed to recommend to the Senate are 
substantially the same as those of the last 
session There are a few vacancies—only 
three, I believe,-one on the Commute on Rev¬ 
olutionary Claims, anotheron the Committee 
on Private Land Claims, ami one on the 
Committee on Roads and Canals. These 
'committees, it was supposed, would have 
■their vacancies filled by the Chair. I will 
state, however, to the 1 Senate that the Com¬ 
mittees have been organized by the concur¬ 
rence of the members of the political party 
having a majority m this body. They met 
and ggreed npon the number of gentlemen 
of their party to be placed upon each com¬ 
mittee. After they had done this, the list 
was banded to the Senator from Maryland, 
[Mr. Pearce] aitd with the concurrence of 
members of his party, two Senators of that 
party have been placed on all committees 
composp.d-of five members, and one on all 
committees dbmposed of three. This has 
been the practice for the last three or four 
years. 1 believe the gentleman from New 
Hampshire is not on any committee, and for 
the reason that we consider him outside of 
any healthy political organization in this 
country. •(•Eaughter.) 

Mr. Hale.—I am exceedingly glad to hear 
that, fori am glad to be relieved from the la¬ 
bor, and proud of.the reason. So that I am 
satisfied, and as an honorable Senator once 
said, “ more than that, I am gratified.,’ It 
was simply to illustrate this fact that I made 
the inquiry. The honorable Senate, at the 
last session—I have no doubt with a due ap¬ 
preciation of my qualifications for the station 
—placed me on the Committee on Private 
Land Claims, no doubt considering that my 
local position and pursuits qualified me to 
discharge the duty that I owed to the country, 
in the best manner- in connection with that 
important committee; and I think I can call 
on all the members of that committee with 
whom I acted, to bear witness that to the best 
of my abilities I did discharge-ghe duties that 
I owe to the country, so far as I might.— 
Everything that I proposed by my inquiry, 
has been disclosed by the honorable Senator 
from Indiana, with his accustomed frankness, 
and we find that it has been customary prac¬ 
tice, in placing members on committees of 
this body, not to have any respect for, or to 
look at all to the qualifications which the 
persons might be supposed to possess, but to 
the fidelity with which they have walked in 
the traces of certain political parties. 

It is true that the party with which I haw 
walked is extfemly small, but uot so small as 
may be supposed ; for we have paid back to 
- the Democratic party—I mean the Compro¬ 
mise party—the whole of the capital we took 
from them in 1848; and what we have left 
now are I think, clean and true men. Of the 
health with which theirpulses beat, perhaps 
there may be different opinions. Of the 
purposes which they propose, and the purity 
of then- principles, perhaps there may be 
different opinions; but of this one fact, I 
think there can be no doubt, that so far as the 
things to which they look, and to which they 
attach any importance are eoncerued, it may 
be settled now that there are in this country 
but two political parties. I have long been 
of that opinion. One of them is very large 
—very large indeed—but btliink the honor¬ 
able Senator will find before this session is ' 
over, certainly before another is passed, that 
they will need a little external pressure to 
keep them together. Having annihilated the 
Whig party, so that no outward pressure 
comes from that quarter,if this small party 
to which 1 Wong, and to which the Senator 
• has alluded, does not retain its organization 
and position, they must fall to pieces of their 
own immense weight. Why, the organ of 
that party, the other day, in speaking of it, 
spoke of it as being already a “ swollen par¬ 
ty.” Swollen! Now, sir, the Senator has * 
spoken of health, and I understand “swollen’ 
to indicate an unhealthy enlargement, not, sir,’ 
a healthy, rotund, vigorous growth. “ Ecce 
homo?” *( Laughter.) I understand that such 
a “swollen” condition requires depletion in 
some way or other, so as to reduce the sys¬ 
tem dowu to a healthy action. That is the 
way in which the Union, the organ of this 
great party, speaks of it—as a “swollen” par¬ 
ty,-and nobody i s more disposed to admit 
it, and call tt great, than I am; for I look at 
it from a much smaller position. 

But 1 will not detain the Senate. The in¬ 
formation which I desired has been laid be¬ 
fore the Senate, and so far .as I am concern¬ 
ed, the Senate may pursue their own wav. 

No objection being made, the rule was sus¬ 
pended. 

[Mr. Bright then read the list of Commit¬ 
tees, which had been “cut and dried” by the 
Democratic and Whig causes.]

consin being “the banner State” in the Union [ 
at the late election, she has some important j 
interests which should be attended to. She j 
| is an agricultural Statu—a State with a larger | 

| agricultural interest than any State oi her j 
population and age in the Union, .-he is a j 
commercial Stale; she has important Indian ! 
relations; she has a vast amount of publiq j 
lands; and yet, under the constitution of 
these committees, Wisconsin has but one 
place ou an important committee, and that is 
ou the Committee of Commerce. I do not 
know bow this originates. Jt can be from 
no invidious design ; but l et such is the fact, 
while Senators who are in their places for a 
second session Only, are put not ofdy.on one, I 
hut on numerous leading committees in the I 
; Senate. 

For one, I have sat still as long as 1 feel 
disposed to do. Wisconsin has interests to j 
be attended to. It may be thatthe Senate 
think we are unqualified, it we were on the 
committees, to attend to those interests: but 
perhaps if the Senators from Wisconsin are. 
not to be studiously excluded from positions 
in which they can make an effort to attend 
to the interests of their State, they might 
make an exhibition of themselves quite equal 
to that of those who think it proper thus to 
class them in the Senate. 

Mr. Hale,—I hope that the suggestion of 
the honorable Senator from Wisconsin will 
lie listened to, for it strikes me that there is 
force in his suggestion, though perhaps lie 
did not see the whole of it. There are two 
or three members here who belong to an 'un¬ 
healthy organization, and it ought to be re¬ 
membered, as a general fact that Wisconsin ‘ 
lias been rather sickly on the question al¬ 
luded to, and I think that there lias been at 
least one vote from Wisconsin with the most 
fanatical of the fanatics, more than nine- 
tenths of the time. I think, therefore, she 
ought to feed the rod a little. Why, if we, 
for our sins, shall be excommunicated, shall 
not they, for their misdeeds, feel the rod a 
little? I think WiSmnsin, instead of being 
in a position in which she ought to find fault, 
is in one where she plight to take it as an in¬ 
dication that she may return and imitate that 
old patriarch of whom it was said: 

“ Job feels the rod, 

Yet blesses God.” 

It seems to me that would be the part of 
wisdom in a State so eligibly situated as Wis¬ 
consin, Sir; I have been there ; and I accord 
to her everything which the honorable Sen¬ 
ator says of his State. 1 think it is a great 
State, a glorious State, with a fine soil, large 
prairies, and some excellent people ; and to 
her credit it ought to be said, that there are 
some counties in which these fanatics are 
actually in the majority. Under these cir¬ 
cumstances I think full justice lias not been 
1 done to Wisconsin.

I think, ' 
sir, however, that it is quite obvious, upon 
the reading of the names of the gentlemen 
who compose the committees, mid froth the , 
statement which has fallen from the Senator 
from Wisconsin, that there is quite a num¬ 
ber of Senators, both upon the committees 
and not upon them, who have uot been at all 
consulted ns to there organization. If I un- i 
derstand the representation of the'Seriator 
from Indiana, (Mr. Bright,) as to the organi¬ 
zation of The committees it is this: tne party 1 
having the majority in the Senate have met 
in a caucus, ami they have selected for them- t 
selves a majority of members upou all or 
nearly all committees of the Senate. The 
list thus made up was given up to a Senator 
associated with the political party forming a 
minority in the Senate, or rather one of the 
minorities, who, upon consultation with his 
political friends, has completed the commit¬ 
tees, by selections from the Whig party.— 
Now, the principle upon which thbSermtor 
from Indiana has saiil that these two have 
proceeded in constituting these committees, 
is to exclude those who, in their judgment, 
stand outside of the healthful political organ¬ 
izations of'the country.

CUBA.—OFFICIAL DISCLOSURES. 

The National UnteUigencer has published a' 
long list of documents which were furnished by 
the President, in answer to a Resolution of Con¬ 
gress, showing the attempts of this Government 
to get-possession of Cuba fora long series of 

years, while pretending to be anxious only that 

it should continue in the hands of Spain. At 
first this Government pledged itself Sor Spain 
to aid it in preventing Great Britain from seiz¬ 
ing ,t—then the Slaveholders began to long for 
it themselves, arid their Ministers used every 
act to induce Spain to sell it. President Polk,on 
his own hook, offering One Hundred Million 
Dollars For it. But Spain refused, arid still re¬ 
fuses to sell it at any price. She wont treat on 
the subject or listen’to any overtures about it. 

Honest folks, who don’t justify highway rob- 
bery as a virtue, would gupooie that wa3 the 
end of the matter. ‘ 

But the Slave Masters of this country are not 
. restrained by any such nice considerations of 
honesty as govern men in their private transac¬ 
tions. It is a “national’ question, and what is 
“national” must be devilish of course. Kid¬ 
napping and piracy, if only national; are honor¬ 
able practices which all good citizens must aid 
or abet.— Wis. Free Dem. 
j The slaveholders are becoming a little shy of 
this.business, A war with strong nations may 
grow out of it, and that would shake the “in- 
.stitutiOu” severely. Or in the last resort Cuba 
might and would emancipate aud arm the slaves, 

| then there would be another St. Domingo on 
hand—-a job not quite so agreeable to the south. 
Besides, the sugar of Cuba would then eotno in 
free of duty and compete closely with that of 
Louisiana and Texas. 

But the documents referred to, while they 
reveal the disgraceful t rich storing and duplicity 
to whieh we have resorted, show also how the 
government has ever been clandestinely promo¬ 
ting the interests of slavery. Indeed, had it 
not been for our opposition on this aeeount, 
probably slavery would have been abolished in 
Cuba in 1820,—if not, long before this time. 

Tbe Congress of Panama was most strenuous¬ 
ly .resisted by bur government lest it should lead 
to the independence and freedom of Cuba, after 
• the example of other Spanish States on this 
continent. That would bring liberty to colored 
men too near us. We add a few extracts from 

the divulged correspondence referred to, show¬ 
ing with what sleepless care our slave system 
| has been protected. Mr. Clay, Secretary of 
| State, wrote to Mr. Everett, Minister to Spain, 

I April, 1825, to urge Spain to conclude a treaty 
-of peace with Mexico and other American States 
which had just acquired their independence, 
lest their example and power should reach Cuba 
and Porto Bibo and carry liberty there. He 
says: 

“To what object, then, will the new republics 
direct their powerful an.d victorious armies 
They have a common interest and a common 
enemy; and let it be supposed that that enemy, 
weak and exhausted as he is, refuses to make 
peace, will they not strikfe wherever they can 
reacli r And, from the proximity and great 
value of- Porto Rico, as if not to be anticipated 
that they will aim, and aim a successful blow, 
too, at those Spanish Islands? Whilst they 
would operate from without, means would 
doubtless be at the same time employed to stim¬ 
ulate the population within to a revolt; and 
that the disposition exists among the inhabi¬ 
tants, to a considerable extent, to throw off the 
Spanish authority, is well known. It is due to 
the lnitedSlates to declare that they have constant¬ 
ly declined to give any countenance to that disposi¬ 
tion .” 

Oct. 2, 1829, Mr. Van Buren thus writes to 
Mr. Van Ness, Minister to Spain: 

“Cuba and Forth Rico occupying as they do 
a most important geographical position, have 
been viewed by the neighboring States of Mex¬ 
ico and Columbia as military and naval arsenals, 
which would at ail times furnish Spain with the 
means of threatening their commerce, and even 
ot endangering their political existence. Look¬ 
ing^ with a jealous eye upon these last remnants 
of Spanish power in America, these two States 
had once united their forces: and their arm 
raised to strike a blow which, if successful, 
would forever have extinguished Spanish influ¬ 
ence in that quarter of the globe, was arrested 
chiefly by the timely interposition of this Govern- 

The Government of the United States has al¬ 
ways looked with the deepest interest upon the 
fate of those islands, but particularly of Cuba. 
Other considerations, connected with a certain 
class of our population, make it the interest of 
the Southern section of the Union, that no at¬ 
tempt should be made in that island to throw 
off the yoke of Spanish dependence, the first ef¬ 
fect of which would be the sudden emancipation 
of a numerous slave population, the result of 
which could not but be very sensibly felt upon 
the adjacent shores of the United States. 

The Government of the United States consid¬ 
ers as a much stronger pledge of its continuance 
under the dominion of Spain tire considerable 
military and naval armaments which have re¬ 
cently been added to the ordinary means of de¬ 
fence in that Island, and which are supposed 
fully adequate for its protection against ,my at¬ 
tempt on the part of foreign Bowers,and for the 
suppression of any insurrectionary movement 
on that of its inhabitants. 

Oct. 13, 1830, he writes again with earnest- : 
ness for the safety of Cuban slavery: 

“If) indeed, an attempt should be made to 
disturb them (those islands) by putting arms in \ 
the hands of one portion of their population to des¬ 
troy another, aqd which in its influence would en¬ 
danger the peace of a portion of the United Stales, i 
the case might be different. Against such an 
attempt the United States (being informed that 
it was in contemplation) have already protested f 
and warmly remonstrated, in their communica¬ 
tions last summer with the Government of 
Mexico.” 

It has to manyappeared strange that the slave 
trade in Cuba ha3 been allowed to go on at a 
rate so appalling to humanity, while Spain was ' 
bound in treaty with-other nations to make it 
piracy. England has labored long and in good 
faith to have the treaty enforced, but our gov¬ 
ernment has ever inslantly interposed and de- 5 
feated those efforts under threats of war. As a 
specimen of the whole correspondence take the 
following from Secretary Forsyth to Mr. Vail, 
dated July 15, 18-10 : ] i 

“Spain and England are by treaty bound to ; 
certain proceedings for the suppression of the | 
African slave trade, and a mixed commission sits 
at Havana to enforce sundry stipulations in the j ■ 
treaty. The practical operation of the system | 1 
is known to be nearly nugatory; for whether , 

with or without the connivance 01 knowledge I 
of the British commissioners, the fact that- the I 1 
slave trade is carried on in Cuba to a great ex- 1 
tent, in violation of the Anglo-Spanish alliance t 
to prevent it, is notorious and undisguised.— , 

England may think herself to have, under the 
treaty, a right to call upon Spain for a faithful 4 
and efficient performance of the obligations con¬ 
tracted under it ; and in case of an avowal by 
Spain of her inability to comply, it might be ap¬ 
prehended that England would enforce compli- c 
ance by means which would eventually affect s 
the territorial rights of he r ail 7 t0 llle island of 
Cuba, or undertake to perforin her obligations -, 
under the treaty on re fie4v4n o guarantees or * 
equivalents calculated to lead to an increase of 3 
her influence and power in that quarter— s 

Whether attempted to be brought about by one c 
or the other of the means alluded to, or by any 
other process, the United States can never permit 
it. The Spanish Government is to bear in mind r 
this fixed resolution on our part, and be given- -, 
to understand that it is taken upon long and 
mature deliberation, and at all costs, to govern t 
the conduct of the United States.” s 

So Cuban slaveholders and pirates have been 1 
rioting in blood and tears in defiance of the f 
Christian world, under cover of the guns of the a 
United States! That fact is now revealed “be¬ 
fore all Israel and the sun !” Ourlanguagehas c 
been both to England and France, You shall not o 


force Spain-to execute the treaty against the slave 

' trade, and this gave it entire impunity. 

Jan. 9, 1844, Mr. Upsher writes to Mr. living 
“My only object is to obtain full and accurate 

1 information in regard to every movement which. 
England may make with reference to Cuba 
whether designed to obtain a transfer of that is- ' 
land to herself, or to obtain a control over the 
policy of Spain in regard to if, or to affect the in¬ 
stitution of African Slavery now existing there .— 
The modes in which you may acquire this in¬ 
formation are submitied to your discretion.” 

Here again is the strong arm of our govern¬ 
ment interposed to ward off any anti-slavery 
policy from Cuba. 

. Jan. 14, 1843, Demid Webster writes to the" 
Consul at Havana, what will cover his memory 
with still deeper disgrace. He says : 

“It is alleged that the British Ministay and 
Abolition Societies, finding themselves foiled or 
eluded by the colonial and the home Govern¬ 
ments to stop the slave trade,have therefore re¬ 
solved, not perhaps without seerelly cmgraftir 
iating themselves upon the obstinacy of Spain, 
upon accomplishing their object in a different, 
method by the total and immediate ruin of the 
island. Their agents are said to tie now there 
m great numbers, offering independence to the 
creoles, oh condition that they will unite with 
the colored people in effecting a general eman¬ 
cipation, of the slaves, and in converting the 
lrovernment into a black-military republic, under 
the British protection. The British Abolftion- 
ists reckon on the naval force of their Govern¬ 
ment stationed at Jamaica and elsewhere, arid 
are said to have offered two large steamships-of- ' 
war, and to have proposed to the Yenezuelan 
Gene, a , Ma.ino who resides at Kingston, Ja- 
marea, to take file command of an invadin'* 
army. This is to be seconded, and is suggested^ 
by an insurrection of the slaves and free men of 
color, supported by the white creoles. 

I this scheme should succeed, the influence 
ot Britain in this quarter, it is remarked, will be 
unlimited. With 600.000 blacks in Cuba and 
800,000 in her West India Islands, she will, it is 
said, strike a death-blow at the existence of S/averv 
in the United States.” 

No wonder he enjoined “ absolute secrecy !” 

The amount is. when divested of all subter¬ 
fuge and mere pretence : There is a rumor of 
efforts to abolish slavery in Cuba'. By all means 
find out how this is, for it jeopards slavery in 
the United States. And that was the Daniel 
Webster whpxri so many ministers now extol. 

The pretended fear of British influence was 
merely pro-slavery solicitude. The English 
government repeatedly declared that it wanted 
nothing of Cuba except a fulfilment of treaty 
obligations, and these means were used, as in 
the ease of Texas, to cover the disgrace of open 
dealing." Interference by England was, feared 
only because its policy is anti-slavery. Noth¬ 
ing beyond this could be proved by all the eaves¬ 
droppers and clandestine listeners whom our 
government so liberally employed; The policy 
of England is on the side of Personal-Freedom ; 
that of the United States,on the side .of Slavery. 
There the two nations stand before the civilized • 
world, pitted against each other. Our own 
diplomacy in the instance of Texas, of the coast 
slave trade, and now of Cuba, demonstrates this 
most humiliating fact beyond the possibility of 
contradiction I This is the key which explains 
this correspondence. It is but the record of 
our solicitude for human bondage. And this pol¬ 
icy both of the old parties at Baltimore in sub¬ 
stance vowed to pursue, thus prostituting our 
government to the most unlawful and infamous 
purposes. That is to be “national I” 

The humiliating fact then is established from 
official record, that the Government of this 
boasted free country has been zealously and as¬ 
siduously seeking, for a third of a century, to 
induce Spain to retain Cuba and continue slavery 
and the slave trade therefor the avmeed purpose of 
affording greater security to slavery in the States!
